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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1, 6-10, 15-18 and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Schwer (US 5,741,153) in view of Kruger et al (US Patent Application Publication No. 
2004/0101257 Al). 

Schwer discloses modular connectors 10 including a plastic button (mode indicator) 13 
having an engagement feature (a projection that fits in an opening formed on a front face of the 
modular connectors 10, see Fig. 1) configured for stationary attachment to the modular 
connectors 10 and for indicating a port number and/or type (see column 3, lines 60-62). 
However, the modular 10 of Schwer is not a transceiver module. Also, the indicator 13 of 
Schwer is not color code indicator. However, color coding is well known and it is commonly 
knowledge that any desired information could be assigned to a color coding by a user or a 
designer. 

Kruger discloses a data transmission system comprising a transceiver module 2 with a 
housing, a cage 1, a printed circuit board 9, and an indicator (writing on front face 42). The cage 
1 is fixed to the printed circuit board 9. The cage 1 has an opening (see Fig. 1) and a latch (see 
Fig. 3) adjacent the opening. The housing of the transceiver module 2 is placed into the opening 
of the cage 1 and is retained within the cage 1 by the latch. 
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It would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having 
ordinary skill in the art to modify the module taught by Schwer such that it would be a 
transceiver module as taught by Kruger because it only deals with using the indicator of Schwer 
on a different module. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 2-5, 11-14 and 19 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-20 have been considered but are moot in 
view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
